When 
the streets were quagmires of mud in wet weather and oceans of dust 
in dry, Portsmouth was all too generally recognized as an unhealthy 
city contagions flourished herein and the death rate was high. With 
the paving of the streets progressing these conditions became less 
aggravated and now with them all paved and a .wide system of sew- 
ers, Portsmouth finds the common health vastly improved, con- 
tagions no longer riot, in fact the town is often entirely free from 
them and the mortality rate has become far lower.

out, a telegram was rushed 
to New .York ordering the 
new one. When all the dam- 
age was discovered, a long 
distance telephone conversa- 
tion explained just what had 
happened. 


In the meantime, George 


Youngman, of the General 
Service Company, had been 
called as soon as the break 
came.
